THE PUNJAB LOCAL AUTHORITIES (AIDED SCHOOLS) 
AMENDMENT ACT, 1968 
No. 37 of 1968

Enacted by the President in the Nineteenth Year of the 
Republic of India. 

An Act further to amend the Punjab Local Authorities (Aided 

Schools) Act, 1959 . 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Punjab 
State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1968, the President is 
pleased to enact as follows; — 


1. (I) This Act may be called the Punjab Ixical 
(Aided Schools) Amendment Act. 1968. 
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(2) It shall come Into force at once. 

2. In the Punjab Local Authorities (Aided Schools) Act, 1959, as in 
force in the State of Punjab (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act), in section 5, after sub-section (3), the following sub-sections 
shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘ (4) The initial order continued in force under sub-section 
(2) may, by an order made by the State Government, be conti¬ 
nued in force for a further period of one year by the State 
Government under the circumstances and in the manner pro¬ 
vided in that sub-section 

(5) An order under sub-section (4) may be made within a 
period of six months of the date of expiry of the order made 
under sub-section (2) (hereinafter referred to as “the second 
order”) and where an order is made under sub-section (4) for 
further continuing in force the initial order, the order so made 
shall have effect from the date of expiry of the second order and 
shall be deemed to be in force during the period intervening the 
date of expiry of the second order and the date on which an 
order is made under sub-section (4) and shall not be called in 
question before any court or other authority merely on the 
ground that it was made after the expiry of the second order.’. 

3. (1) The Punjab Local Authorities (Aided Schools) Amendment 
Ordinance, 1968 is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal 
Act as amended by this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 
1st day of October, 1968.

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Reasons for the enactment 

The schools of the local bodies were provincialised by the 
erstwhile State of Punjab with effect from the 1st October, 1967 and 
for that purpose the Punjab Local Authorities (Aided Schools) Act, 
1959 (22 of 1959) was enacted by the erstwhile Punjab State Legisla¬ 
ture. This Act had retrospective effect from the 1st October, 1957, 
Under section 3 of this Act, a local body could pass a resolution to 
hand over the management and control of its aided schools to the 
State Government. If a local body was reluctant to pass a resolu* 
tion, the Statie Government was empowered under section 5 of the 
Act to take over the management of the schools of the local body 
suo motu for a period of ten years in the public interest Certain 
Municipal Committees did net agree to transfer the control and did 
not pass resolutions under section 3 of the Act and, therefore, the 
Government of Punjab, under section 5 of the Act, assumed control 
of their schools for a period of ten years. This petiod expired on the 
30th September, 1967 and as such it became necessary either to hand 
over the management of the schools to the local bodies or to amend 
the Act in order to continue the management of such schools by the 
State Government for some more time in the public interest. It was 
considered necessary by the Government of Punjab to continue the 
management of such schools and for this purpose section 5 of the Act 
was amended by the Punjab Local Authorities (Aided Schools) 
Amendment Act, 1968 (8 of 1968), 


2, The period extended by the aforesaid amendment Act was to 
expire on the 1st October, 1968. The question whether the schools, 
the management of which has been taken over by the State Govern¬ 
ment, should be retained permanently by the State Government or 
the same may be returned to the respective local bodies, is still under 
the consideration of the State Government, Since there may be 
delay to take a decision on the matter, it was considered necessary 
to further extend the period of management of the schools for 
another year with effect from the 1st October, 1968 and for that 
purpose the Governor of Punjab promulgated on 30th September, 
1968 the Punjab Local Authorities (Aided Schools) Amendment 
Ordinance, 1968- 


3. The proposed measure seeks to replace (he Ordinance aforesaid 
by means of a President’s Act. 
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4. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) 
of section 3 of the Punjab State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) 
Act, 1968 (48 of 1968) has been consulted before the enactment of this 
measure as a President’s Act.
